ments.  Ill  protracted,  quarterly  and  conference  meet¬ 
ings  it  has  been  alhrmed,  without  the  least  fiundntion  in 
itruth,  that  each  of  tliem  had  retracted  their  sentiments. 
Mrs.  Arnold,  the  last  of  the  deceased,  aware  that  such 
'falsehoods  had  been  told  of  the  former,  requesteil,  if  it 
should  be  thus  said  of  her  after  her  death,  that  “some 
kind  friend  woubl  cau.se  it  to  be  contradicted.’’

i)f  her  age. 

j  For  about  five  years  past,  she  bad  experimentally  en 
ijoved  the  consi.latioiis  of  the  Christian  religion.  She  was 
a  firm  and  unwavering  believer  in  the  doctrine  of  the  final 
re.storatinn  of  all  mankind  to  holiness  and  happine: 
and  as  she  approached  the  final  goal  of  her  earthly  be¬ 
ing,  her  evidences  hrightenetl,  her  confidence  was  con¬ 
firmed,  her  soul  elevated,  and  her  joys  increased  1  A 
story  had  got  in  circulation  that  she  had  renounced  her 
faith,  but  she  lived  to  he  the  joyful  refntcr  of  the  vile 
icalumniation.  The  writer  of  this  visited  her  about  two 
i  weeks  previous  to  her  death,  and  was  the  joyful  wit 
ness  of  the  strength  of  her  fiiith,  the  permanency  oflier 
hope,  and  the  calm  resignation  and  joy  of  her  sniil.— 
iShe  would  say  to  her  weeping  friends,  “  mourn  not 
|for  me.’’  Several  times  previous  to  her  exit,  the  hand 
of  death  appeared  to  be  upon  her,  and  she  would  say, 
“  my  time  is  come,’’  and  break  forth  in  extatic  strains 
of  “  glory  to  God,”  &c.  When  she  revived,  she  would 
anxiously  inquire,  “  O  how  long  before  I  shall  be  deli¬ 
vered!”  and  add,  “I  long  t9  depart  and  be  with  Christ.”
